Part II of the Appleton collection, unless delayed, will be sold in 
November; but prior to this, for a September or early October 
sale, a catalogue will be prepared, mainly of U.S.coins. For this 
sale there has been consigned a $10 Baldwin & Co., head type, 
the last specimen of which, sold in 1902, brought $300. There 
is also a line of 60 Quarter Eagles from Denver and a number 
of rarities are promised before the catalogue is completed,
